- Claim 1, line 24, "and" (second occurrence) has been deleted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests a remanufacturing method for 
remanufacturing a process cartridge including a transfer member unit having a transfer belt and a 
drum unit having an electrophotographic photosensitive drum, said method comprising a pin 
removing step of removing a pin which connects the transfer member unit and the drum unit at 
each of one and the other longitudinal ends of the process cartridge and a one-end cover 
mounting step of mounting the one-end cover to the transfer member unit. 

Prior Art 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: 
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- Nagashima ['958] discloses a sealing member , sealing member mounting method, 
developing apparatus , process cartridge, process cartridge remanufacturing method and 
image forming apparatus. 

- Higeta et al. ['008] disclose a remanufacturing method for process cartridge.
